much alike, but there are thousands 
of little differences. That sounds hig, 
but there are 33,000 parts in an air- 
plane. 

It is typical of the difference be- 
tween American and foreign models 
that when we started out to make 
the De Havilands there was not a 
complete set of drawings of one in 
existence, They had made thousands 
of them in England without ever 
making a full set of blueprints. Our 
engineers had to fill out the breaks 
and holes, The English left that to 
the workman. You can't leave it to 
a machine, After the thousands of 
drawings, the thousands of machines, 
jigs, fixtures, dies, ete. 

“We found when we came to ex- 
amine the De Haviland drawings,” 
said a signal corps engineer, “that 
we had little more than sketches. We 
had to make the picture ourselves 
and it had to be a pitture that could 
be reproduced by machines.” 

Then the De Haviland as a whole 
had to be adapted to the Liberty 
motor, ‘Then came the matter of 
equipment, Engineers and machines 
have all but gone crazy to find places 
to install about thirty different kinds 
of apparatus in the pilot's cockpit. 
Every time they thought they had 
solved this Chinese puzzle a new 
order came from Pershing for anoth- 
er piece of equipment.

many. This may be difficult, but the 
possibilitics are almost without limi- 
tation. Sooner or later, the rescue of 
Russia may prove a deadly blow to 
German world cupidity. 
Finland serves as an example of 
“what Russia will become if we and 
our allies do not come practically to 
her rescue from the two evils of 
Prussianism and Bolsheyikism, What 
such rescue involves in indicated by 
Mr. Caspar Whitney, as reported on 
another page. What that rescue will 
mean to the war is tersely stated by 
our ex-president Taft, who has said: 
“We must go into Russia and make 
an eastern front.’—From the New 
York Outlook.

Three weeks ago Bishop took. to 
France a hand-picked fighting 
squadron of whom a large- percent- 
age were Canadians. ‘The squadron 
was equipped with the latest and 
best British fighting airplanes and 
in the short time they have been at 
the front they have accounted for an 
extraordinary number of enemy ma- 


chines. Bishop's record of boche 
airplanes brought down in aerial 
combat has now reached a total of 
seventy-two. If reckoned on the 
same basis as those of the late 
Baron yon Richthofen, champion 
German airman, who counted a 
double-seated machine as two vic- 
tories, Bishop's total would be well 


over the century mark, 

On the morning of the day he re- 
ceived orders to return to England, 
quite unexpectedly by him, he went 
out for one last flying dash at the 
Huns, and before his return brought 
down five enemy machines, Upon 
his return he said good-bye to his

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Kaiser is Now in 
Melancholy Mood 


Said to Be Very Tired Physically 
and Mentally 


It is impossible not to be struck 
by the melancholy tone of emperor 
William’s specch on the occasion of 
the thirtieth anniversary of his ac- 
cession, all the more so as the fact 
that he was spending the day with 
the army in the enemy's land ought 
to have inspired the kaiser. to make 
one of his characteristic addresses 
containing a mixture of boasts and 
threats and winding up with a furi- 


ous  sword-rattling, cables Rene 
Feibelmen from Amsterdam, 
The kaiser is said to be aging 


rapidly, and to be very tired physi- 
cally and mentally, His latest photo- 
graphs clearly show that in looks he 
is twenty years older than in 1914, 
In spite of the clamor about victories 
he is greatly disappointed at the 
length of the war, and is said to 
have told his entourage a number of 
times that he had a sort of feeling 
that he would not see the end of the 
struggle, This and the news that the 
German and Austrian offensives had 
both gone wrong may have inspired 
him when answering Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg’s congratulations in 
the name of the German army, 

It is strange for a man with such 
an inborn and immeasurable pride as 
the kaiser to openly admit on the 
jubilee day of his reign that “his 
work had not always been successful 
and that especially in matters relat- 
ing to politics he had suffered many 
disappointments.” 

The climax of the speech, how- 
ever, was the kaiger’s frank and sad 
admission that England's  interven- 
tion in the war had changed the 
whole character of the struggle, and 
turned it from a strategic affair into 
a world combat. “I knew exactly 
what was going to happen,” he said. 
“You Germans did not know. There- 
fore I did not let myself be misled 
by the first wave of war enthusi- 
asm,” 

Explaining the 


war as he under- 
stands it, the kaiser strangely enough 
theld that it would be unwise to beat 
{the allied forces. He only wanted to 
fensure the success of the Germanic 
| way of thinking, that is “the Ger- 
honor, right, 
freedom and morality,” in opposition 


to the allies’ “worship of money 
alone.” 


“The only thing that matters,” ex- 
claimet the kaiser, “is the triumph 
of the German weltanschauung” 
(world canception). 

The imperial address gave little 
pleasure in Germany, as its gravity 
and sadness were too apparent to be 
overlooked, It is the first time since 
the world“war began, that the kaiser 
has delivered a speech giving such an 
impression,

German Military Authorities 
Stress on Value of Their 
Prisoners 


“Our growing labor army,” is the 
description applied by the Huns to 
their prisoners of war. According 
to a communique in the latest Ber- 
lin papers, Germany and her vassals 
between them now hold 3,575,000 
prisoners. For the first time the Ger- 
man military authorities lay stress on 
the supreme value of their prisoners 
as man-power for industry and agri- 
culture, They are so numerous, it is 
asserted, that they go far toward 
compensating Germany for the men 
she has had to withdraw from peace- 
ful pursuits for active ‘military ser- 
vice. “The longer the war lasts,” the 
communique adds, “the more adapt- 
able these prisoners become to the 
work assigned them, and tite more 
useful to us.” 

Huns have a majestic awe of big 
figures. Thus it -is explained for 
their edification that the “labor 
army” in prisoner camps is numeri- 
cally greater than the whole male 
working-class population of Den- 
mark, Norway, and Sweden combin- 
ed, “and is equivalent to one-fifth 
the total number of Working men !n 
Germany before the war.”

Western Canada School Lands 
for $77.50 an Acre 


High prices continue to mark the 
sales of school lands that are taking 
place in Western Canada, At De- 
lisle, Saskatchewan, one parcel sold 
for $77.50 an acre. Forty-four other 
parcels out of 93 sold, brought more 
than $30 an acre each. 

At a sale held at Strassburg, Sas- 
katchewan, 122 parcel were disposed 
of, 85 of them at prices ranging from 
$20 to $64 an acre. At Lumsden, Sas- 
katchewan, and Foremost, Alberta, 
sales have also been held and _ par- 
cels were sold at prices up to $50 
per acre, 

These are high prices for raw land 
in Western Canada, Most of the 
parcels were, however, purchased by 
residents of the respective districks, 
and knowing the producing power of 
the land, they consider they have 
good value, As a result of these 
sales, considerable uncultivated land 
will be prepared for next year’s crop.

Rear-Admiral Mark Kerr, a mem- 
ber of the air council, said: “At the 
present time, if a commercial travel- 
ler leaves Paris to go to ‘Timbue- 
too, the journey occupies four 
months, but one of the first routes 
the French are going to establish 
after the war is to Timbuctoo, when 
the journey will then only take four 
days.

|past three and a quarter years, dura 


ing which no less than 900 concerts 
have been given at an expense of 
£7,000 in fees to the artists engags 
ed, The objects for which the com- 
mittee engaged in this work was 
formed are: to give free concerts to 
wounded soldiers in hospital, to pros 
vide employment for artists thrown 
out of employment by the war and 
to foster British music, Although 
artists are proverbially over-generous 
in donating their sesvices for “relief 
entertainments, many find themselves 
stranded because of the war. Delis 
cacy of totich in the case of instrit« 
mentalists is essential to their suc 
cess and prohibits any occupation 
that would destroy this essential. 

During the first yeat of the war 
many Belgian artists, refugees, found 
themselves without resources other 
than those furnished by means of 
these concerts. The scheme has fins 
ally widened its scope until on 
Thursdays at Steinway Hall there 
are regular “All-British” concerts in 
which no less than 251 new compo- 
sitions have been produced, Besides 
there have been open air concerts as 
well as hospital concerts for wound- 
ed sailors and soldiers, concerts at 
camps and Y.M.C.A. Last summer 
by permission of Admiral Sir David 
and Lady Beatty the open air cons 
certs took place during the summer 
and early autumn in the gardens of 
Hanover Lodge every Saturday aft- 
ernoon, Soldie ind sailors in unis 
form are alwa admitted free and 
those in hospitals receive compli- 
mentary tickets. The Viscountess 
Helmsley has movement int 
charge, 

There has been a regular supply of 
entertainment for convalescent sole 
diers in Canada ever since their first 
appearance but nothing so systema 
tic and far-reaching in its scope as 
the London concerts. Our society—4 
the Women’s Art Society of Monts 
real—has, however, confined its pate 
riotic relief work to aiding artists 
who found their livelihood threatens 
ed and alarmingly diminished by the 
war, In raising funds for this very 
considerable relief work the society 
has provided several delightful evens 
ing lectures by prominent persone 
ages—amiong others, Granville Barks 
er,

Advantages of Irrigation) so". vs ke 


In some parts of Western Canada 
crops will be poor this year on 
account of a long period of drought. 
It was because these sections of the 
country are subject to dry years 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
undertook the development of its 
largeirrigation project in Southern 
Alberta, the greatest on the entire 
continent of America, of which 
Gleichen is the centre. The goil is 
the most fertile on the continent, 
and the climate is all that can he 
desired to raise large crops, but the 
supply of moisture is not always 
dependable. ‘The volume of the 


crop is in direct ratio to the supply 
of moisiure, 


Given suflicient mois- 
ture, large crops are grown every- 


where, with a moderate supply of 


moisture only moderate crops are 
and with little or no 
moisture, little or no crops are 
harvested. Fortunately this last 
named condition occurs more rare- 
ly than the first named, so that 
year in and and year out farming 
in Southern Alberta brings returns 
as high as anywhere, With irriga- 
tion, however, the leaner years may 
be avoided altogether and the iarm- 
er inay assure himself of large crops 
every year. This is noticable this 
year when farmers on irrigated 
land have wheat which gives cvery 
promise of yielding 50 bushels (» 
the acre while that on non-irrigated 
land in the same districts will pro- 
bably not reach more then LO or 15 
bushels an acre. 


Winter Rye Useful Crop 


Quite a number of farmers in the 
Gleichen district are now going in 
to raise winter rye. A few have 
successfully experimented with it 
already and it promises to become 
a very popular crop with stock men 
and those who go in for mixed 
farming, as it provides good pasture 
in the fall and spring, yields up- 
wards of 30 bushels to the acre and 
commands a good price. In this 
district it has been found now is 
the best time to sow winter rye and 
our farmers have been busy sowing 
it for the past week or more. 

Western Canada Week by Week 
says some remarkable sumples were 
brought into Edmonton from a field 
about eighteen miles northeast of 
that city. They measured 6 feet 5 
inches in length. This rye was 
sown about July 20th last year 
and was pastured heavily until the 
winter season. It was pastured 
again in the spring until about May 
20th. The growth now shown was 
made since that date. The crop 
looks good for 20 bushels per acre 
and from present apperrances it 
should be ripe-about August 10th. 

Mr. McDonnell, from whose field

has grown 
rye for pasture fur six or seven 
years, but this is the first year he 
has allowed it to produce grain. 
He considers it the best friend of 
the northern stockmen, as it gives 
abundant pasture in fall and spring, 
when both winter feed and grass 
pasturage are scare. When grow- 
ing rye as pasturage only,he alwavs 
sowed about July 15. This gave 
good pasturage from September Ist 
until winter; and in the spring the 
pasture was as good as soon 
as the condition of the ground per- 
mitted the cattle to be turned out, 
He then pastured until July Ist. He 
plowed the land and let it lie for a 
couple of weeks to let the weeds 
start. Then he cultivated to de- 
stroy the sowed rye 
again. The value of fall rye in 
cleaning land from weeds is only

must be made of what feed exists in 
the south country. Meadows both 
in the north and south that were 
f rmerly looked upon as too small 
to bother with must be made use 
of. What remains of last year’s 
straw crop must be requisitioned, 
and if mixed with this year’s Aug- 
ust growth, as suggested above it 
will materially aid in relieving the

The following description ef the 
training of Canada’s soldiers after 


their arrival overseas is authorized 
by the imilitia department: 

The art of training soldiers has 
made a great advancement in the 
past two years in the art of active 
warfare, During the past year the art 
has been pretty thoroughly mastered, 


and the training of soldiers has been 
built up so as to/scientifically meet 
the conditions, The men who are 


now arriving from Canada are train- 
ed in scientific detail Every man 1s 
trained individually to meet battle 
conditions, just as a boxer is trained 
for the prize ring or a football play- 
er for the gridiron, only more inten- 
sively, as time is at a premium, and 
men are now made finished soldiers 
in a fraction of the time that it took 
in 1915, and are better trained. 

It is interesting to see the 
development of these soldiers, who 
a few weeks ago were civilians in 
Canada, They are keen to learn, and 
as their kndWledge grows they be- 
come enthusiastic and anxious to 
learn. The more recent arrivals give 
promise of being equal to those who 
have, by their deeds, established the 
title “Canadian” in the high place 
which it holds among the armies of 
the world, 

A segregation camp has heen start- 
ed at Frensham Pond in the Alder- 
shot area, with accommodation for 
10,000, to which all drafts from Can- 
ada are posted on arrival in lng- 
land, Preliminary training is carried 
out during the period of segregation, 
The camp is under the command of 
Colonel Colquhoun, D.S.O., and at a 
recent parade over 4,000 men of all 
branches of the service were pre- 
sent. The improvement in appearance 
and march discipline effected in ten 
days has been something extraordi- 


rapid 


nary, ‘The physique of the men is 
good, and there is every reason to 
believe that, when put to the — test, 


the men who are coming from Can- 
ada at the present time will put up 
a show equal to the work that has 
been performed in the past by offi- 


cers and other ranks of the first four 
divisions. 
Preliminary courses for the train- 


ing of other ranks from France to be 
trained for commissions have been 
established, These have more than 
fulfilled expectations, ‘Training has 
been standardized and is uniform 
throughout all areas. The result is 
that while the prospective cadet is 
waiting for the next course to start 
at the Canadian training school he is 
usefully employed, has work of in- 
terest, and it also means the saving 
of a certain ainount of time on the 
assembly at the cadet school, be- 
cause the training can be — started 
from a higher tevel, and cases no 
longer occur of cadets being back- 
ward and so retarding the progress 
of others, 

Arrangements have been made to 
train the men of the forestry corps, 
so that in the event of emergency 
they can defend themselves. <Ar- 
rangements are being made for 
short course in musketry, physica 
training and bayonet fighting and 
drill, It is considered that suitable 
lectures, combined with a little~pro- 
paganda work on the work done by 
the forestry units during operations 
in the field, will greatly assist in 
building up esprit de corps, 

The training carried out in the 
Canadian forces in England is equal 
to the best standard of the impe 
army, It is as perfect as science can 
make it. The general scheme is 
planned by headquarters in London, 
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and carried out in detail by the 
stafis of the respective camps.

Canada’s Wheat Supply Now 34,650- 
000 Bushels 


That there afe 20,500,000 bushels of 
wheat and 14,150,000 bushels ground 
in the Dominion, making a total vis- 
ible supply of 34,650,000 bushels, is 
the estimate obtained through a cen- 
sus completed by the board of grain 
supervisors up to May 31 last, It is 
estimated that there are on the farm- 
ers’ hands in the west five million 
bushels; in elevators and flour mill 
bins about 6,750,000; in transit on 
railways, 1,000,000 bushels; in the 
east in elevators, 6,635,885 bushels; 
and in the east in-transit about a 
million bushels, making in all at the 
date in question a total of 20,500,000 
bushels in round numbers, 

It is further estimated that there 
is ground in eastern Canada 6,750,000 
bushels, and in Western Canada, 7,- 
400,000. The Wheat Export company 
exported eleven million bushels be- 
tween March 31 and April 30,

A Fifty Per Cent. Increase {n _ the 
Wool Output 


Now that shearing is well under 
a it is possible to arrive at a 
fairly reliable estimate as to the 
quantity and value of the wool! clip 
of Western Carada this year as com- 
pared with last year, Reports from 
the dificrent centres indicate that 
there will be an increase of approxi- 
mately figdy per cent. in the quantity 
of wool marketed from the three 
Prairie provinces, Lhe members of 
the Southern Alberta Wool Growers’ 
Association haye 225,000 sheep as 
against 158,000 sheared a year ago. 
From these it is expected to obtain 
about 1,600,000 pounds of wool, The 
Pincher Creek Association will have 
about 85,000 pounds, a substantial in- 
crease over last year's clip, and the 
other associations will also have  in- 
creases of twenty-five per cent, over 
ast y * 
In Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
where the larger part of the wool is 
Reauee and sold for the farmer by 
branches of the department of agri- 
culture, there will also be a larger 
quantity availablé, In the former 
provir the growth of the industry 
is evidenced by the fact that nearly 
double as much woot as last year 
will be sold this year, In Manitoba 
the increase, though not so great as 
that of Saskatchewan, wil be a sub- 
stantial one, and the total clip will 
amount to more than twenty-five per 
cent, greater than last year,

Given an abundance of good pas- 
ture, experiments at Macdonald col- 
lege have proven that, it will not 
pay to feed the sverage dairy cow 
grain, With limited pasture and a 
Summer of extremely unfavorable 
weather, it will pay fo feed milking 
cows somethif% besides the pasture. 
If soiling crop or silage is available, 
concentrated feed is less important, 
but for the best returns from every 
standpoint a combination of the two 
is necessary. 

_The prevailing practice in 
districts is to depend upon pasture 
entirely. For the average cow hav- 
ing as she does small milking capac- 
ity and usually quite a-teritory of 
rough pasture, it is questionable if 
grain feeding will pay under present 
conditions, On the other hand when 
farming is more intensified, with less 
acreage in pasture and better cows, it 
is absolutely necessary and it will 
pay to supplement the grass when it 
gets short with at Icast a limited 
amount of grain feed, 

The time to commence feeding is 
just when the cows begin, or even a 
little before they begin, to shrink 
because of short pasture. If feed is 
delayed until the cows have mater-

What they did in the fields of 
Europe temporarily staved off the 
wolf of starvation from the doors of 
the people. What they did in the 
munition shops kept the guns — sup- 
plied with shells. What they did in 
office, in factory, in work shop, in 
every phase of industrial life, kept 
the wheels of commerce turning and 
steadied the fluctuating pulse of an 
overwrought nation, 

It was in those early days when 
the men were suddenly called to 
arms and the crops would have rot- 
ted had they not harvested them that 
the women first showed their mettle 
and rose to the occasion voluntarily. 
As Lloyd George said of them: 

“They know their country is in 
the grip of grim tragedy, In Fland- 
ers, girls harnessed themselves 
heavy barges and plod along 
towpath, thanking God they've 
leased—not a inan, but a horse 
help in the war.” 

In Russia and Italy the women 
plow, sow and reap. Even on the 
beautiful Riviera the shadow of war 
has fallen, and the young girts in the 
work of transportation stagger und- 
er kegs of wine or water weighing 
eighty pounds. 

In Scotland, girls single turnips, 
plant potatoes, drive horses and 
carts in the fields, and help in every 


kind of farm work. In Britain today, 
there are 5,000,000 women taking the 
places of men in various forms — of 


work. There are 300,000 engaged in 
agricultural work alone.

Do not stir the fruit any more than 
is absolutely necessary, Boil gently 
without stirring until it is sufficiently 
thick and then put it away in sterile 
jars.

Many American Farmers Taking Up 
Land in Western Canada 


“The pressure of population, fav- 
oring conditions, and the application 
of industry, energy and enterprise to 
those conditions,” says the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin in an editorial, “have re- 
sulted in an enormous increase in the 
price of farm land in what are called 
the corn-belt States. As the pres<- 
sure of population increases, and the 
price of land rises, it necessarily fol- 
lows that a proportion of farmers 
will seek locations elsewhere, ‘This 
movement has taken very definite 
shape during the present year, and, 
as a result, large numbers of farm- 
ers who have accumulated big mon- 
ey, cither by farming or by the sale 
of their farms, have come into the 
wheat-growing arcas of the Canadian 
prairie west to purchase the cheaper 
lands there available, In this way, 
those portions of the ‘Canadian west 
have some share in the increased 
price of land in the United States, 
There has been a double profit— 
first, in the amount of cash brought 
into Canada, and paid for land, and, 
second, in the fact that men of ex- 
perience and industry—experts in 
farming—are in process of being ad- 
ded to the population and energy of 
those sections of our country, 


“So far, this movement has not 
been strongly felt fn Northern Al- 
erta, ‘The man from [Illinois or 


Towa who {is looking for a location 
in the Canadian west has to run the 
gauntlet of all the inducements that 
can be held out to him in the vast 
and desirable territory through which 


he must pass before he reaches 
| Northern Alberta, We are farthest 
fof any part of the Canadian west 


from the area of dense rural popula- 
tion and high land prices in the 
United States corn _ belt, At the 
same time, it is in Northern Alberta 
|that the farming conditions which 
j|have produced the wealth and pros- 
perity of the corn belt can best be 
repeated, Duairying and cattle feed- 
ing made illinois and Towa rich, and 
dairying and cattle feeding are being 
carried on in Northern Alberta und- 
er circumstances quite as favorable 
for money-making as in Illinois and 
|Towa, As corn is the great feed crop 
on which the success of dairying and 
stock raising in the United States is 
built, s0 oats are the foundation of 
dalrying and stock raising in North- 
ern Alberta, The crop of Northern 
Alberta is more certain than the corn 
crop of Illinois and Iowa; and pro- 
duces as much feed to the acre, but 
with much less labor, than does 
corn,”
